It now anpears that no committee had 
been appointed at Jefferson City to inves- 
tigate turf investment companies. 

- Resolutions’ calling for a legislative in- 
vestigation of these companies were in- 
troduced in the legislature. They were re- 
ferred to the criminal jurisprudence com- 
mittee of the House and Senate. This was 
several days ago and no report has yet 
been ‘made. 

In the Senate, Martin of Saline introduced 
® resolution to apoint a committee of five, 
which was adopted. Subsequently he 
withdrew the resolution, saying that he 
would prefer “the criminal jurisprudence 
committee to handle it. 

It is the opinion in Jefferson City that the 
committees of both bodies will report the 
resolution unfavorably, since it is felt the 
Jegislature has no more authority to in- 
quire into the affairs of a turf investment 
company than it would have to examine 
those of any private business institution.

Wages, $16 and upwards, free board, free 
washing, free room.

Privileges, off every Thursday and Sunday 
after 12 o’clock, nights off, time to go to 
church Sunday morning, confpany every 
night In the week, do what you please gen- 
erally, just so you work. 

Five hundred such positions are vacant in 
St. Louis. That they may be filled, the 
want columns of the daily papers are 
crowded with advertisements for ‘“‘house- 
girls.’’ 

“Housegirl” is not a high-sounding name. 
It’s meaning is far-reaching, however. The 
‘*housegirls’’ of St. Louls are the queens, 
czarinas, dictatresses of the households in 
whieh they live. 

If they aren't, it’s their own fault. 

_All they have to do is to leave the place 
they now occupy and seek another. Then 
will they know their value. Then wil] they 
know the meaning of appreciation. 

Also will they believe that “Ask and you 
will receive” applies to young “women who 
will be “housegir!s.” 

Ask for anything in and out of reason and 
marvel not that the “lady of the house’’ 
grants it to you without a murmur. 

I tried the experiment. For one hour I 
answered advertisements for “‘housegirls.”’ 
I could. have had any of the places for 
whch I applied.

I was extremely owrried about the ex- 
amination I would have to pass as to 
cooking.

Drop the Mop in Chicago 
Sky-Scrapers Midst of the 
Muddy Season. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 10.—Scrub women have 
thrown down the mop in sympathy for their 
fellow unionists and are now the recognized 
allies of the elevator conductors, window 
washers and janitors in their strike which 
has inconvenienced tenants, employes and 
the public in a number of downtown office 
buildings since last Friday. 

This means that a woman’s voice wil] be 
heard as an important factor in the final 
conference between representatives of the 
elevator conductors, window washers, jan- 
itors and the coal] teamsters with the buiid- 
ing managers for settlement of their diffi- 
culties. 

Standing in defiant attitude, with her 
hands resting upon her hips in true wash- 
erwoman haughtiness, Mrs. Susan Horton, 


president and business agent of the Chicago 
Scrub Women’s Union, declared today her 
loyalty to members of the Janitors’ Union. 

“We'll stand by you, boys,’’ she said. 
“This is the muddy season, and I gue 
they'll soon get enough of filth tracke 
through their hallways to sult ’em.”’ 

There was a quarter of an inch of soft 
mua upon the floors at the entrances of 
severai of the buildings today. The Van 
Buren street entrance to the Old Colony 
building resembled a barnyard that had 
been much traetked in the rainy season. 
ry 10 o clock a torce of men was set to 
work and they had a task of it. The en- 
trances of other buildings, where the jani- 
tors have been out for several days, looked 
worse. 

Mrs. Susan Horton, in her visit to the 
headquarters of the Janitors’ Union, was 
accumpanied by four memwers of the exe- 
culive committee of the Scrub Women's 
Union. They said they would join the pick- 
ets and use moral suasion upon 
the nonunion scrub women working in the 
buildings affected by the strike. 

Eievators were put in operation with non- 
union conductors in several of the bulldings 
this morning. In the other buildings the 
tenants and employes were obliged to climb 
the long flights of stairs again. 

The patronage of concerns having offices 
in these buildings has fallen off materially 
in some instances. 

At the headquarters of the janitors’ union 
it is said that many of the Buildings are 
nearing the end of their coal supply in con- 
sequence of the support the strikers have 
veceived from the coal teamsters’ union in 
refusing to haul to the buildings where the 
elevator conductors, window washers and 
janitors are out. 

Union drivers of wagons for the various 
express companies refused to deliver pack- 
uges today in most of the buildings where 
the strike is on. In instances where the 
vackages were destined for firms on the 
ower floors delivery was made, but the 
union drivers said they would not ride on 
elevators operated by nonunion men. 

The settlement of this strike is likely to 
hinge largely upon the demand of the coal 
teamsters, who insist that the buildin 
managers shall sign contracts to burn coa 
or fuel the year round instead of alter- 
rating during mild weather with fuel gas.

Samuel Chandler, Allen O’Rear, Owen 
Woolfolk, Gilbert Turner and Will- 
iam McLean Are the Lads Ac- 
cused of the Crime. 


COLUMBIA, Mo., Feb. 10.—The reading of 
detective stories caused the killing of E. 
A. Chapman, for which five boys have been 
placed on trial here. All the evidence points 
to this fact. Aside from this, other fea- 
tures make the Chapman murder case one 
almost without a purallel ia the annais of 
criminal history. | 
The prsoners are: ‘‘Sam"’ Chandler, Al- 
len O’Rear, OWen Woolfolk, Gilbert Turner 
and William McLean.

The inception of the crime began with 
Chapman's —% nee of the position of 
agent at Brown Station, a small etation on 
the Columbia branch of the Wabash rail- 
road a few miles north of Columbia. For 
years the boys in the n«'“hhorhood had 
made the station a eating place, where they 
could congregate at night and play cards 
and drink drug store liquor. Lurid de- 
tective steries of the “Nick” Carter and 
‘Diamond Dick’’ variety were the only 
reading matter the boys took any imterest 
in.

Doing of the 
“Bloody” Nine. 


The doings of the “Bloody Nine” were 
dark and direful. Every member purchaseu 
& six-shooter, which was to be carried on 
all occasions and be ready for instant use. 
Superiority in marksmanship and bravado 
were the chief requisites of a leading mem- 
ber. An ability to drink large quantities 
of very vile whisky was an important ac- 


complishment. The members affected black 
and dirty slouch hats and mysterious look- 
ing beits that might contain enough ecart- 
ridges to exterminate an army or enough 
loot, taken from a wrecked passenger train, 
oF buy all the small village of Brown Sta- 
ion. 

The platform and waiting room of the 
railroad Station was the p.ace of meeting 
of the ‘‘Bloody Nine’ and many plots were 
formed there after the detective serial 
Style. Few of these plots were ever car- 
ried out. In fact,.the “Bloody Nine’ was 
a defensive ratker than an offensive or- 
ganization. It directed its efforts toward 
secrecy and “any member who divulged 
any of the secrets of the ‘Bloody Nine’ was 
to be shot full of holes and his body thrown 
into a ¢reek.’ 

No organization was more successful than 
the “Bloody Nine’’ until the appearance 
of E. A. Chapman, the newly appointed 
station agent. The previous agent had tol- 
erated the presence of the club, through 
fear, perhaps. The “Bloody Nine” looked 
on the station house as their especial prop- 
erty—after dark. Chapman couldn't be per- 
suaded that this arrangement should con- 
tinue. The day he arrived he nailed up a 
couple of signs, issued by the railroad com- 
pany, to the effect that no card playing, 
drinking, swearing or loud talking would 
be allowed in the station. When members 
of the gang straggled in and violated any 
of the rules he protested, and one day the 
chief of the ‘'Bloody Nine, " who persisted 
in making himself obnoxious, was ejected 
forcibly. The gang was astounded and de- 
clared yengeance. 


Chapman Sent 

for a Detective. 

At all hours of the day and night stones 
would be thrown through the windows. 
Several narrowly missed Chapman while 
he was at work. Everything imaginable 
vas done to raake his life a burden to 
him. QOccasionally es he was returning 
from his work at night, a stone woulg be 
thiown at him from a dark alley. In 
numberless ways he was annoyed and

Unjust Discrimination Pre-

NO TWO COUNTIES - 
HAVE THE SAME RULE 


Conclusions Reached, but No Recom- 
mendations Made by the Revenue 
Tax Commission in the Report 
Just Made to the Gen- 
eral Assembly.

Such is one of the important conclusions 
reached by the state revenue tax commlis- 
sion, composed of Judge William M. Will- 


iams of Boonville, Attorney-General BE. C.

es of the assembly today. 


been uniform in the different counties, 


and that discriminations are made in the 
same .county between different kinds of 
property.”’ The commission addressed to 


the collector, clerk of the county court 
and assessor of each county, including the 
proper officials of the city of St. Louis, 
asking information upon this subject. 

Reports were received from 98 counties 
and the city of St. Louis. These would be, 
indeed, startling if the facts stated there- 
in had not been previously known. They 
show a condition of affairs that should no 
longer be permitted to continue. 

It is within bounds of truth to say that 
no two counties in the state have the same 
rule for the assessmént of all classes of 
property, ad generally speaking there is no 
uniformity as to the proportion of the ac- 
tual cash value taken as the basis for the 
assessed value. 

Range From 30 

to 90 Per Cent. 

Some counties value real estate, so the 
reports show, as low as 30 per cent of its 
selling price, while others have a 9% per 
cent basis. Some asses real estate at 33 1-3 
per cent, money and credits at 100 per cent 
and tangible personal property at 50 per 


cent. 

There is an absolute want of equality in 
taxation, according to the replies received 
from these officers and the absence of any 
uniform rate throughout the state for as- 
sessing property. 

It results from this condition that some 
‘counties contribute more than their rt 
to the state’s expenditures, while others 
are charged with less than their share. 

The counties !n which local conditions 
induce higher assessment are those which 
are made to pay the greater amount of 
state taxes and yet on account of their 
own needs they are less able to bear it. 

The state revenue tax, as Is well known, 
is only 15 cents on the $100 valuation, and 
hereafter the sum necessary to pay inter- 
est on the state certificates of indebtedness 
to the school and seminary funds will be 
only 2 or 3 cents annually on each $100 
valuation.. So it will be readily seen that 
the exaction made by the state from the 
property owner is indeed a very small part 
of his taxes. 

Still inequality between counties is wrong 
in principle and should be remedied as far 
as possible. 

Then, too, where the counties have dif- 
ferent rules for the assessment of peep- 
erty, or no definite and established‘ rule, 
it is impossible to fix a proper basis upon 
which to assess property that extends 
through several counties. 


Separation of State 


and County Revenues. 

If the state should collect its revenues 
from other sources than a direct levy 
upon real and personal property, leaving 
to the counties the exclusive right to tax 
such property for local purposes, as ad- 
vocated by many citizens, each county 


could adopt. its own basis of assessment 
without at least imposing an unfair bur- 
den of state taxes upo nother localities, 
however unequal the burdens of county 
and municipal taxation might be among 
the taxpayers of such county, by reason 
of discriminations in the assessment of 
different kinds of pregersy therein. The 
commission recommen the 

the office of state tax commissioner and 
says: 

“This officer should be given large su- 
pervisory powers over local assessors. It 
should be his duty to visit the differen 
counties, advise, confer with and instruc 
the assessing officers; to inspect the 
work of assessment and see that a prop- 
er basis of valuation is adopted and en- 
forced; to attend the county boards of 
equalization whenever necessary and to 
represent the state or see that it Js prop- 
erly represented before such boards: to 
superintend the enforcement of the col- 
lateral inheritance tax law and the col- 
lection of that tax. 

‘He could see that the assessors follow 
the requirements of the law and cause them 
to be proceeded against if they fail or re- 


fuse. 

“Tt should be his duty to investigate the 
values of the property of railroad and other 
public service corporations, as well as the 
values of property generally throughout the 
state, and to attend the meetings of the 
state board of equalization and give the 
members thereof the benefit of this in- 
formation. 

“In other words, he should be the super- 
visor of assessments.’”’ 


Getting at Real 

Estate Values. 

Concerning the assessment of real estate 
the commission makes this suggestion: 

Under the present law real estate is re- 
quired to be assessed annually. In prac- 
tice, however, this amounts to little more 
than an annual recopying of the preceding 
assesament, and results in no practica) 


ood. 

yal a rule, real estate values are fairly 
stuble in this state, so that the cost of 
annual assessment of. such property has 
been far in excess of amy increase of the 
revenue from that source. 

It is 8 ted that one assessemnt of 
real property tn four years would answer 


result in a very considerable saving of ex- 
pense. More time could then be given to 
make the assessment, thus enabling the 
officer to make a personal inspection and 
accomplish better resu'ts in his valuation of 
lands; this would also afford him op- 
tunity for a more careful assessment of 
the various other classes of property.

Several negroes were severely whipped 
and given hours to leave town A number 
of the worst class of negroes left without 


being told. A number of negro women 
have been arrested, charged with vagrancy 
and conducting disorderiy nouses and given 
long sentences in the workhouse. 

‘The feeling all arose over the killing -of 
Harry O'Donnell, a young white man, in 
a negro dive last week. Six negroes were 


arrested and placed in jail. The coroner 


held an inquest covering a period of two 


days, making a thorough investigation. O. 


L. Turner, a notorious petty negro crim- 
inal, was heid, charged with the killing of 
O' Donneil. Six other negroes were heid as 
accomplices. 

The negro Turner has given the people 
and officers much trouble and has cost 
the county hundreds of dollars, spending 
the greater part of his time in jail. 

The citizens determined to rid the town 
of such characters. In response to a call 
issued from the pulpits of the _ several 
churches, a public meeting was held at 
the courthouse Monday night“and a com- 
mittee of five appointed to confer with and

Players, Knowing Avenues of Egress

Fifteen prisoners arrested in the craps 
game under Angelo Cicardi’s saloon were 
arraingned in the Fourth District Police 
Court, Seventh and Carr streets, Tues- 
day morning, but the cases were continued 
until Saturday.

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LARGEST STEAMER IN WORLD 
Cedric, a Sister Ship of the Celtic, Will 
Sail on Maiden Trip. This 


Week. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. ; 

NEW YORK, Feb. 10.~—The Celtic's sis- 
ter, the Cedric, the largest merchant ves- 
scl in the world, -will sail with the mails 
from Liverpool on her maiden trip for New 
Yerk this week. She arrived from the yards 
of her Belfast builders, Harland & Wolff, 
at Liverpool last Sunday, 

While the external dimensions of the new 
wonder of the sea are identical with those 


of the Celtic, by reason of structural varia- 
tions to provide increased passenger ac- 
commodations, the gross tonnage of the 
Cedric is greater. 

The Cedric is 700 feet long, 75 feet beam 
and 49 1-5 feet deep, with a gross tonnage 
of 21,000 and a dispiacement of 38,200 tons. 

Her speed is 17 knots an hour, which 
should tnake her a nine-day boat. 

She wlil carry 360 saloon, 250 second-cabin 
and 2000 steerage passengers. Her crew will 
ecnsist of 335 men. 

The Cedric is termed the strongest ship 
ever built. Some of her shell plates weigh 
three tons each, while the stern frame 
weighs more than 50 tons. 

She will have many suites, consisting of 
chamber, parlor and bath. The new liner 
will have nine decks. Her cost was $3,00U,- 
000,

LONDON, Feb. 10.—There !s enough 
dry tinder on the slopes of the Balkans 
for a great blaze if a match be thrown 
on the ground. 

This is the cpnclusion reached by Fleet 
street, where the Macedonian question is 
regarded as a serious menace to tha 
peace of Europe. 

An outbreak of hostilities between the 
Macedonian insurgents and the Turkish 
garrison is expected early in March and 


a massacre of Christians will be followed 
by a declaration of war from Bulgaria 
under Russian instigation. 

A remarkable feature of the situation 
is the openness with which the Pan-Slav- 
ist agitators are planning a military and 
diplomatic campaign for expelling the 
Turks from the Balkans. It is assumed 
in all centers of Slav feeling that Count 
L_Lamsdorf has obtained guarantees of 
Austrian neutrality and that Russia is

PARIS, Feb. 10.—The officials here are not 
disposed to accept the porte’s assurances 
that Turkey has 4 intention of mobdiliz- 
ing a large force Of troops. 

Then the Turkish denial was brought to 
the attention of the officlals here who have 
access to the governments sources f in 
formation, the following reply was made: 

“We have received similar fic assur- 
ances from Turkish sources, but our own 
information is positive and specific that or- 
ders-for the mobilization have been  ac- 
tually issued. 

“This was three days ago, and we are 
unable to say whether the execution of the 
orders is wi-hheld in view of the effect they 
have produced among the powers, who are 
seeking to enforce reforms in the Balkans. 
Our advices further show that the mobiliz- 
ation would effect 240,000 troops.”

WAS POET AND 


LOVER OF NATURE 


Friends of Judge Hayden Sur- 
prised by His Apparently 
Suicidal Death. 


Friends and former associates of Judge 
Charlies 8 Hayden among the St. Louis 
legal fraternity have learned with surprise 
and regret of his death at Clearwater, Fla., 
under circumstances suggesting suicide. 

Judge Hayden, who was a judge of the 
St. Louis Court of Appeals from 1877 to 181, 
was found dead in his home in Clearwater 
Sunday with a pistol in his hand and two 
bullet holes in his body. He had lived a 
recluse in hig residence during recent years, 
taking his meals in a near-by boarding 
house. His failure to appear at meal time 
for several days caused the tnv®stigation 
which resulted in the finding of his lifeless 
body. 

“Judge Hayden was the last man in the 
world whom I would expect to commit sul- 
cide,” paid Judge Roderick EB. Rombaurer, 
one of his successors on the appellate 
bench. ‘“‘He was a man of genial diaposi- 
tion, and a man who thoroughly enjoyed 
life while in St. Louis—not a recluse, by 
any means. 

‘We had a dining club that met monthly 
in St. Louis in the early ‘80s, and Judge 
Hayden was the life of these gatherings. 
He had a very keen perception of humor, 
though he was inclined to be rather sar- 
castic withal. He was a good mixer, and a 
very well-known citizen in his time.

Carbolic acid, a deadly poison, was used 
to frustrate a deadly disease Tuesday 
morning by Dr. Nietert, at the City Hos- 
pital. 

Hie injected a drop of pure carbolic acid 
diluted with 100 parts of water under the 
skin of the right arm of William Wand, 
the foreman of Engine Company No. 15, 
who is suffering from lockjaw. 

Two-thirds of the persons who essay 
suicide and die at the City Hospital burn 
their life away with the drug which may 
save Wand's life. 

Dr. Nietert made the injection Tuesday, 
watched by many interested physicians. 


Wand revived immediately from his 
stupor. “‘His improvement is noticeable,”’ 
Dr. Nietertj said. ‘This is the critical 
stage of his ilness. If he survives two 
days his chance for I'fe is good.”’ 

fand is now unconscious. He is fight- 
ing for life as courageously as he fought 
fire. The odds are ainst him. If he 
lives he will owe his life to Dr, Nietert, 
who used a chemical poison as an antidote 
fur a physical poison.

An Italian scientist, Dr. Bacilll, 
mproved the method and gave the remedy 
to the pesre in a report published in 1897.

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WAR DECLARED BY 
FOUR REPUBLICS 


Salvador, Honduras and Nic- 
aragua Form a Coalition 
Against Guatemala. 


LONDON, Feb.10.—A dispatch from Guate- 
mala to the Daily Mall today says war has 
been declared by Honduras and Salvador 
against Guatemala. 

Nicaragua has not made an open declara- 
tion of war, but it has signified its purpose 
to join the coalition against Guatemala.

Pell, Once a Wall Street Pow 
er, Is Convicted of 
Larceny.

NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—George Hamilton 
Pell, who wis onne of the powers in Wall 
street 15 years ago, and a quarter of a 
century back was considered the great 
matrimonial catch in the fashionable set, 
stood up in court yestrday afternoon and 
confessed himself to be a thief. 

Pell pleaded guilty to a charge of grand 
larceny in the first degree. He will be sen- 
tenced Friday. The maximum punishment 
for the crime is 10 vears in state prison. 
His sentence will probabiy be a heavy one, 
as this is his second offense. 

In 1890 he was convicted, with others, 
on a charge of having wrecked the Sixth 
National Bank. He was sentenced to seven 
years, but, after serving two years in 
Sing Sing, as pardoned. 

He comes of a distinguished family and 
has many influential friends. These friends 
were able to have him pardoned in 1892 
and they have also worked hard for him 
in the present case. They had been suc- 
cessful in keeping back aq trial fof nearly 
three years. 

Pell’s wife is very rich. He has daugh- 
ters who are just budding into womanhood. 
It was for the sake of his family that his 
friends in the smart set tried to save him 
from being sent to Sing Sing. 

Pell has changed greatly in recent years. 


He is now very fat and gross looking. 
Years ago, he was considered the hand- 
gomest man in fashionable society. At one 
time, he was reported to be engaged to 
Miss Lila Vanderbilt, who is now the wife 
of Dr. W. Seward ebb. 

In those days, he was famous because of 
his musical talents. He was an organist 
of exceptional skill, and it was the custom 
for a number of years to have him play the 
wedding march at all of the fashionable 
marriage ceremonies. 

The complainant against Pell is T. F. 
Sharpe. He said he gave Pell Jan. 1, 1900, 
one hundred shares preferred stock of tho 
International Paper Co., to use as collateral 
for a six months’ note for $%4,500.

Pillow Ten-Round Bout 
With Herman. 


The Chicago pugilistic invasion cane to 
an untimely close Monday night at Lemp’s 
hall. Barred from Chicago by the action 
of the Iilinois officials, a coterie of man- 
agers and fighters descended on St. Louis 
a short time ago prepared to cut a wide 
swath. 

Judging from the cutting done Monday 
night, it would never do for the Chicago 


r:anagers to go into the ice business. Tne 
éffair was a complete tiasco, and the 
fighting reduced to a 10-round bout with 


pillows between Young Mowatt and Kid 
lierman. 

VYant of a referee, gloves and a few more 
paid admissions rendered the show a mat- 
ter of unkind comment on the part of a 
few hundred persons. 

A fair card, included bouts between Andy 
Daley and Jimmie Dunn, and Young 
Mowatt, the fighting conductor, and Kid 
tierman. For two hours events were de- 
layed pending the arrival of the three 
necessitites named. ; 

The referee and the money never came, 
and the gloves .were tardy, compelling the 
use of what eppeared to be a pair of pil- 
lows. 

After two hours’ delay the management 
was forced to a mendicant state and com- 
pelled to pass the hat—the first time in the 
history of local prizefighting. From this 
Source $44 was realized and added to the 
purse. It was still insufficient, and the 
preliminary was dropped entirely, while 
the main event was cut to 10 rounds. 

The spectators weer very passive and 
pleaded guilty, for the most part, to break- 
ing in on passes. 

After complications had been smoothed 
out as well as issible, Herman and Mo- 
watt climbed info the ring and*buckled on 
the pillows. Announcer Mose Willer stated 
that if the men were on their feet at the 
end of 10 rounds the affair would be called 
a draw by Emil Thierry, who consented to 
act as referee, none other being avail- 
able, 

The announcement was entirely superflu- 
ous, as it was evident that with the gloves 
given the men, and without the aid of an 
ax, it would be an impossibility for any 
other consummation to take place. 
Ten rounds of tame boxing ensued. The 
“fighting conductor’ exhibited no signs of 
ever having had experience with transit 
companies, as he gave no exhibitions of 
“knocking down.”’ 

Herman is shifty on his feet, and was the 
cleverer of the two. Mowatt rushed about 
hurriedly, but never got where he was go- 
ing. Both men might have put up a good 
bout under more favorable conditions. 

The spectators took the matter jokingly 
for the most part, though the management 
was not spared in the jokes.
